Mr.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  this  my  eighth  joint 
Annual  Report  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  the  state  of  the 
public  health  in  the  district  during  1959. 

Vital  Statistics.  The  infant  death  rate  has  declined  this 
year  to  20.4  which  is  satisfactorily  lower  than  the  national 
figure  of  22  per  thousand  live  births.  Ihe  death  rate  has  shown 
no  significant  change  at  11.07  which  remains  slightly  less  than 
the  national  rate  of  11.6.  The  population  has  increased  by  780, 
the  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid  year  population  of 
the  district  being  40,910. 

Infectious  Disease.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  there  ha& 
been  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  in  the  cornnunitv. 

Poliomyelitis.  Poliomyelitis  has  been  entirely  absent 
while  from  the  preventive  aspect  of  this  disease,  3,155  persons- 
received  two  injections  during  the  year  and  a total  of  i , 291. 
persons  had  completed  their  course  of  three  injections  up  to 
31st  December,  1959,  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme. 

Dysentery . During  the  year,  a total  of  443  such  cases  were1 

notified  compared  with  286  in  1958.  This  rise,  in  my  opinion, 
is  not  due  to  any  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  but 
a growing  awareness  and  co-operation  of  a number  of  general 
practioners  and  also  the  absence  of  any  concise  definition  of 
dysentery  as  a notifiable  disease.  Spread  takes  place  frorr 
person  to  person  through  the  symtomless  excretor  or  the  con- 
valescent carrier  and  because  of  the  confusion  as  to  Vihether  or 
not  to  notify,  many  cases  must  remain  unknown  and  uriinvestigatec 
and  hence  assist  in  disseminating  the  disease.  The  true  incidence 
of  intestinal  infection  can  never  be  known  until  a precis* 
definition  of  dysentery  is  formulated  for  the  guidance  of  the 
notifying  doctor  and  only  then  can  more  effective  measures  foi 
its  control  in  the  community  be  pursued.

PREMISES 


The  inspection  of  food  preparation  premises  and  shops  at 
which  food  is  sold  must  be  always  one  of  the  most  important 
tasks  of  the  department.  Changes  in  the  occupants  of  these 
premises  in  the  type  of  trade  being  carried  on  or  the  use  to 
which  buildings  are  put  make  constant  revisiting  a necessity. 
The  real  value  of  such  work,  however  lies  in  the  opportunity 
it  gives  for  ‘selling5  food  hygiene  and  for  building  up  a good 
relationship  between  the  trader  and  the  department.

The  majority  of  foodstuffs  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  seen  at  the  premises  of  those  wholesalers  whose 
warehouses  are  situate  in  our  area.

There  were  only  two  instances  during  the  year  When  reports 
were  made  to  the  department  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
foods  bought  in  the  district.,  In  neither  case,  having  in  mind 
the  circumstances,  was  it  considered  reasonable  to  take  legal 
action  and  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  two  firms  involved. 

These  two  cases  involved  the  finding  of  a slug  m a packet 
of  frozen  peas  and  secondly,  the  growth  of  mould  on  the  filling 
of  a meat  pie. 

Routine  sampling  of  all  types  of  foods  was  continued  in 
1959  and  a total  of  122  specimens  were  submitted  to  Dr,  McCoy 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service.  Out  of  this  total, 
fourteen  samples  proved  in  some  way  unsatisfactory.  One  meat 
pie,  one  sample  of  sausage  and  two  samples  of  synthetic  cream 
contained  organisms  which  proved  that  they  had  been  handled 
badly.  Ten  of  the  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  fell  into  categories 
III  and  IV.  Other  samples  taken  from  the  same  sources  from 
which  these  unsatisfactory  samples  were  bought  proved  to  be  up 
to  standard.  None  of  the  unsatisfactory  results  demonstrated 
serious  food  poisoning  organisms.

In  additiontothe.se  samples,  nineteen  samples  of  designated 
milks  were  sent  in  for  bacteriological  examination,  Of  the 
seven  bottles  of  pasteurised  milk,  fiye  of  sterilized  and  seven 
of  tuberculin  tested,  two  samples  of  T,T,  milk  from  one  source 
failed  to  satisfy  the  required  test, 

(c)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

We  were  able  in  1959.  as  in  previous  years,  to  inspect  all 
animals  killed  in  the  area  at  the  various  private  slaughterhouses, 
and^  because  of  the  willingness  of  our  own  traders  to  arrange 
jointly  suitable  inspection  times,  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
work  overtime  or  at  weekends  to  achieve  this  100%  inspection. 

The  total  throughput  in  all  the  slaughterhouses  varied 
from  the  previous  year  - 8, 207  animals  this  year  as  opposed  to 
5 860  in  1958  were  killed.  The  extra  was  made  up  mainly  of 
sheep  being  killed  in  one  of  our  slaughterhouses  for  5 export* ,

MILK  PRODUCTION 

The  number  of  farms  in  the  area  engaged  m milk  production 
remained  at  the  same  figure  of  33  in  1959  as  in  1958.  Six 
farmers  hold  licences  for  the  production  of  tuberculin  tested 

milk. 

Thirteen  samples  of  milk  from  these  herds  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  biological  examination. 

All  these  samples  proved  to  be  free  from  both  tuberculosis 
and  from  Brucella  Abortus  infection. 

(d)  DISPOSAL  OF  CONDEMNED  FOODS 

The  same  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  condemned  foods 
were  used  as  in  previous  years,  namely,  meat  from  the  slaughter 
houses  was  dyed  and  then  sold  by  the  butchers  to  approved 
animal  food  dealers  and  other  foods  were  buried  at  the  Council  s 

controlled  tips.

During  1959  738  complaints  were  received  at  the  Health

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 


When  the  new  arrangements  for  the  obtaining  of  standard 
and  discretionary  grants  became  lawP  the  authority  decided 
that  standard  grants  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  Health 
Department, 

Although  the  making  of  this  grant  is  obligatory  subject  to 
certain  reservations,  very  few  applications  were  received  up  to 
the  end  of  1959.  Eleven  such  applications  were  made,  two  being 
later  withdrawn  and  one  found  to  be  ineligible  for  grant - 

Of  the  remaining  eight,  one  only  was  in  respect  of  a 
tenanted  property  and  once  again  it  would  appear  that  owners 
are  not  attracted  sufficiently  by  the  financial  advantages  of 
applying  for  a grant  to  wish  to  make  the  improvement  to  their 
properties.

Consequent  upon  the  new  sewer  being  provided  in  Dunswell, 
it  became  possible  at  further  properties,  to  arrange  for  the 
conversion  of  the  existing  pail  or  privy  accommodation  to  the 
water  carriage  system.  Twenty  houses  were  connected  during  the 
year  and  work  was  in  hand  on  eighteen  other  dwellings, 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  number  of  complaints  received  including  requests  from 
the  occupiers  of  business  premises ? concerning  the  presence  of 
rats  was  47 L This  figure  compares  closely  with  that  for  1958 
which  was  424, 

The  necessary  treatments  occasioned  by  these  complaints 
were  carried  out  efficiently  by  the  Council’s  rodent  operative, 
Mr,  C,  Morton s who  also  looked  after  the  Council 3 s own  properties 
and  carried  out  work  ordered  by  the  occupiers  of  trade  premises. 

Once  again,  the  annual  sewer  survey  was  made,  when  approx- 
imately 10%  of  the  manholes  were  baited.  Takes  were  noted.,  in 
three  manholes,  two  in  the  Cottingham  area  and  one  in  Central 
Ward  and  subsequently  a poison  treatment  was  carried  out.

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PEST  CONTROL 


Requests  for  advice  were  received  about  a variety  of  insects 
daring  the  year  including  furniture  beetles,,  mosquitoes,  ants 
clothes  moths,  wasps,  red  spiders,  beetles,  moles  and  rabbits. 

By  far  the  greater  number  of  calls  were  made  about  the 
presence  of  wasps,  eighty- six  requests  for  help  being  received. 
The  Council's  scheme  for  destroying  wasps'  nests  at  five 
shillings  per  nest  was,  therefore,  used  more  in  1959  than  in 
other  years.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Tipping  facilities  have  continued  to  be  restricted  to  the 
Harland  Way  site,  which5  it  is  expected  will  be  exhausted  by 
June,  I960.  Negotiations  have  been  successfully  completed  to 
use  a site  in  Jenny  Brough  Lane,  Hessle,  when  Harland  Way  closes, 
pending  the  new  major  tip  being  made  available.  Because  of 
development  in  the  area,  a further  16/18  cub,  yd,  collecting 
vehicle  is  to  be  purchased  during  1960, 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  i s responsible  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse, 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948, 

A number  of  cases  of  aged  persons  living  alone,  without 
care  and  attention,  were  again  referred  to  the  Department  for 
assistance.
